New Cuban Resolution

WASHINGTON-, March 20.—Tbe house 


today, after 
three 
days of debate, 


adopted a resolution censuring Thomas 
F. Bayard, ex-secretary of state and now 
ambassador to the court of St. James, 
for utterances delivered in an address to 
the Boston, England, grammar school 
"and in an address before the Edinburgh, 
Scotland, philosophical institution, last 
fall. The vote atood 180 to 79 in favor 
of the first and li'l to 59 in favor of the 
second. Five Republicans broke away 
from party lines and voted against the 
resolution of ceuaure and sis Democrats 
voted for it. All the Itopublicans and 
nine Democrats voted for the second 
resolution. 


The resolutions adopted, after reciting 


the objectionable portions of Mr. Bay- 
ard's speech, were as follows: 


Jtcaulveil', That it is the sense of the 


house of representatives that Thomas F. 
Bayard, ambassador of the United States 
to Great .Britain, in publicly ueiiiK the 
language above quoted, has committed 
an offense against diplomatic propriety 
and an abuse of the privileges of his ex- 
alted position, which should make him 
the representative of tho whole country 
and not of any political party. Such ut- 
terances were wholly mcoueisteut with 
that prudent, delicate find scrupulous 
reserve which he himself, while secre- 
tary of etate, enjoined upon all diplo- 
matic agents of the United States. In 
one speech he affronts the great body of 
his countrymen who believe in the pol- 
icy of protection. In the other speech 
lie offends all his countrymen who he* 
Heve that Americans are capable of self 
government. 
Therefore, aa the immedi- 


ate representatives of tho American peo- 
ple and in their name, we condemn and 
censure the said utterances of Thomas 
F. Bayard. 


Jtt'nolvcd, further, That in tho opinion 


of the house of representatives public 
speeches by our diplomatic or consular 
otlicera abroad which display partisan- 
ship, or which condemn any political 
party or party policy or organization of 
citizens of the United States, or in dere- 
liction of the duty of such officers, im- 
pair their usefulness as public servants 
und diminish the confidence which they 
should always command at home and 
abroad. 


Mr. Adams, RermbljBnn of Pennsyl- 


vania, who was minister to Brazil under 
the Harrison administration, favored 
thu resolutions, and eaid Mr. liayiird'a 
long service and commanding position 
UB an American, made his offense more 
flagrant and reprehensible. To allow 
Mr. Bayard fully recognized his position 
as the report of the whole, he read from 
a speech delivered a year ugo by Mr. 
Bayard ut Wilmington, DoU, in which 
the Ambassador said: "1 represent no

arty as ambassador to Ciruat Britain, 
ut my coiintrv and ihy own people." 
Fuirchild, Itupublican of New York, 


took issue with the majority of tho for- 
eign affairs committee as to thu charac-

brought in articles of impeachment in- 
stead of censure. Mr. Bayard's utter- 
ances, lie argueil, constituted a criminal 
libel within the; delinitian of Uto law 
and in view of his exulted position, a 
biilli crime ngainet his country.

Like 
Hntchinson, he said lie would be willing 
to vote for the second resolution, but he 
could not vote for the resolution of cen- 
sure. First, state pride would lead him 
to vote against it. He respected Mr. 
Bayurd as a man of force and distinc- 
tion. He did not think, however, that 
he betrayed any confidence when he 
said that Mr. Bayard was a born aristo- 
crat posing as n Democrat. 


Proceeding, Willis drew the members 


around in throngs and aroused great en- 
thusiasm both on the lloor and in the 
galleries by his eulogy of the value of 
tho birthright of liberty and his out- 
spoken contempt for snobs and eimple- 
tous who discredited their own country 
and worshipped at the foot of the ari:

With contempt 
he described the triumphant Republican 
party turning away from ita duty to 
visit ita wrath and indignation upon a 
member of bin party for a trivial act, 
What a, prodigy; what an exploit in 
politics.

The telegram advised the 
ollicers to take extra precaution in ar- 
resting Crawford aa he was a bad man. 


Lust evening tho oilicers went to the 


bootblack stand where Crawford waa 
working, and had their shoes cone up 
in fashion. Tho unsuspecting man put 
an extra glisten on Deputy Sheriff Iim- 
utins* shoes and vigorously applied the 
dueling brush to his clothca. The olli- 
£ers were about to take their departure 
when Timmins and Bedford each laid a 
hand firmly on Crawford's shoulders.

Therefore I cannot eeo how pold mono- 
metallism can he harmonized with the 
tariff principles of the Republican party, 


"We inuet recognize tho fact that China 


has made rapid progress within the past 
twentv years. Consular reports show 
that slie'has increaeeil her cotton ship- 
ment from 37,000,000 pounds in 1SSO to 
over 124,000,000 pouuds in 1894, and 
will he no mean competitor in the 
world's market at an early date. Japan, 
with improved European and American 
machinery, is placing fabrics in the 
wurld'fl market. Ami remember, tho 
silver ven of Japan and tael of China, 
based "on silver, purchase today just aa 
nuch whether of labor, material or the 
necessities of life, as they did twenty 
years ago. 
Such being the case, a protective tar- 


iff under a eiogle gold standard is an jm- 
posaihilitv, for it cannot be placed hifih 
enough to protect American producers 
from this Oriental competition, which 16 
fostered by uoid monometallism.
